PARIS, Dec. 23 (AP).—Allied

These ships, with estimated car- 
goes totaling 1,800,000 tons, have 
been called back “by all possible

Most of the craft have been tied 
up in neutral ports throughout the 
world since the war started. 

The Frénch said they understood 
Nazi crews had received orders to 
scuttle their ships if intercepted. 

Naval authorities said they 
learned many of the German mer- 
chantmen already had left neutral 
havens and the rest were prepar- 
ing to leave. 

The latest official French figures 
reported 27 German ships had been 
captured since the war began and 
23 had been scuttled by their crews 
with an estimated 157,000 tons of 
merchandise.. In addition, Allied 
contraband controls and warships 
have seized 870,000 tons of German 
merchandise, the French reported. 

On the Westérn front, military 
dispatches said intense cold had 
suspended even patrol activity, al- 
though opposing aerial forces tan- 
gled in numerous dog fights. 

The High Command in its reg- 
ular evening communique ‘tonight 
declared “no event of importance 
during the day.”

KARLSRUHE, Germany, Dec. 23): 


(AP).—German police sought to- 
night to fix the responsibility for 
two train wrecks which took 194 


lives. | 
In both cases trains crashed head 


on yesterday during blackouts, 
bringing the total of German rail- 
road accidents since the war start- 
ed to 10, with a loss of 321 lives. 
Fifty-two persons were killed and 
30 injured last night in a passenger- 
freight train crash between Marks- 


dorf and Kluftern, just north of 
Lake Constance, approximately 21 
hours after a collision of two ex- 
press trains in which 132 were 
killed and 109 injured. First reports 
of the express wreck put the num- 
ber of dead at 70 or more. 
Worst in German History. 

The earlier crash occurred at 
Genthin and was the worst train 
wreck in Germany’s history. 

The station masters at Marksdorf 
and Kluftern were arrested, but the 
press blamed the wartime black- 
outs and the general deterioration 
of the railway system due to the 
war. 

Newspapers said misty weather 
made signaling difficult at Genthin, 
and railway authorities said pre- 
liminary investigations indicated 
the crash near Marksdorf was 
caused by faulty signaling. '

PACT OF PANAMA 


Americas Send _ Britain, 
France and Germany Re- 
monsirance Against Acts 
of War in Area Fixed ‘in 
That Declaration. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 23 (AP).— 
The 21 American republics, acting 
in unity, protested to England, 
France and Germany today against 
naval engagements within the 
American neutrality zone estab- 
lished by the Declaration of Pana- 
ma, and informed them that con- 


sultations would be initiated looking 
toward penalizing future violations. 

Among the steps under consider- 
ation, the note said, was the adop- 
tion of a rule which would prevent 
belligerent vessels from supplying 
themselves and repairing damages 
in American ports “when the said 
vessels have committed warlike acts 
within the zone of security.” 

The protest was sent to the 
three belligerents by the President 
of Panama, Dr. Don Augusto §. 
Boyd. It ‘was signed by all the 
21 republics signatory to the Decla- 
ration of Panama which set forth 
the “inherent rights” of the Ameri- 
can republics to establish the zone 
for their own protection. 

Basis of Protest. 

The protest was based on the 
naval battle between the German 
pocket battleship Admiral Graf 
Spee and three British cruisers off 
the Uruguayan coast, the scuttling 
of the German warship in the River 
Plate, and the seizure or sinking of 
Gérman merchant ships by Britigh 
warships in American waters. 

Aside from the reférence ‘to pos- 
sibly closing American ports to 
warships which engage in belliger- 
ent acts within the neutrality zone, 
the note did not disclose what steps 
were under consideration to 
tighten the neutrality zone. 

It declared, however, that the 
American nations were resolved “to 
strengthen the system of protection 
in common through the adoption 
of adequate rules.” 

Text of Protest. 

The communication said: 

“Following the procedure of con- 
sultation provided ‘in the Declara- 
tion of Panama, the 21 American re- 
publics have agreed upon the fol- 
lowing statement which the Presi- 
dent of the Republic of Panama has 
transmitted in their names to the 
governments of France, Great Brit- 
ain and Germany: 

“The American governments are 
officially informed of the naval en- 
gagement which took place on the 
13th instant off the northeastern 
coast of Uruguay, between certain 
British naval vessels and the Ger- 
man vessel Graf von Spee, which, 


according to reliable reports, at-) 


tempted to overhaul. the French 
merchant vessel Formose between 
Brazil and the port of Montevideo 
after having sunk other merchant 
vessels, 

“They are also informed of the 
entry and scuttling of the German 
warship in the waters of the River 
Plate upon the termination of the 
time limit which, in accordance 
with the rules of international law, 
was granted to it by the Govern- 
ment of the Republic of Uruguay. 

Britain Blamed, Too, 

“On the other hand, the sinking 
or detention of German merchant 
vessels by British vessels in Amer- 
ican waters is publicly known, as 
appears—to begin with—from the 
recent cases of the Dusseldorf, Us- 
sukuma and others. 

“All these facts which affect the 
neutrality of American waters, com- 
promise the aims of continental 
protection provided for by the Dec- 
laration of Panama of Oct. 3, 1939, 
the first paragraph of which estab- 
lishes: ‘As a measure of continental 
self-protection, the American re- 
publics, so long as they maintain 
their neutrality, are as of inherent 
right entitled to have those waters

One British plane’s front gun 
turret was blown away by shells 
and the ship caught fire, the state- 
ment said. A gunner extinguished 
the flames with his gloved hand. 
The plane was forced down near 
the English coast, but the crew was 
rescued. 

An official account of the report- 
ed sinking of a German cruiser of 
the Koeln class by the British sub- 
marine Ursula at the mouth of the 
Elbe River also was issued today. 
It said the raider dived under six 
protecting destroyers to get within 
range of its quarry. 

The British version said the cruis- 
er was sighted four miles away, 

“The commander then snatched a 
quick periscope sight at the cruiser 
and fired and dived,” the account 
said. “The Ursula was shaken by 
an underwater explosion indicat- 
ing a torpedo hit.”

FANS SHOOK FISTS 
AT RUSSIAN BOMBERS 


Witness Says First Air Raid 
on Helsinki Helped De- 
fenders’ Morale. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 23.—Marcus 
Tollet, Finnish journalist, who wit- 
nessed the first Russian air raid on 
Helsinki, arrived from Europe to- 
day aboard the Norwegian America 
liner Bergensfjord and told inter- 
viewers that when the bombs fell 
many residents of the Finnish capi- 
tal refused to run for shelter but 
stood in the streets and shook their 
fists at the enemy. 

The action of some Soviet planes 
in swooping down to strafe the 
streets with machine-gun fire has 
aroused Finns to a fighting fury 
and the entire population is ready 
to battle to the end, Tollet says. 
Accompanied by his daughter, 
Karin, he has been assigned by his 
Government to work with the Fin- 
nish relief organizations in this 
country. 

For their part in the bombing, 
Tollet said, he and his daughter 
“Just sat tight until it was over.” 

Commenting on the situation in 
Finland when he departed, Tollet 
said. 

“The morale of both the army 
and the people is wonderful. But 
we could do even better if we had 
more guns and ammunition. You 
lend us and we'll defend us. We 
are fighting for our homes and our 
nation. There is no excess optim- 


are simply fighting hard, with our 
back to the wall. 

“Just before I left I was in the 
railroad station, and I stopped to 
talk with a veteran who was start- 
ing off for the front. He said: 
‘Well, we’re going to die in our 
boots, any way.’ There is no weep- 
ing or crying—just determination. 
“When Helsinki was attacked 
and the bombs came down, the 
people were not scared and did not 
run for shelter. They just stood 
in the streets and shook their fists 
at the planes. When the planes had 
dropped their bombs, some of them 
came down low and machine- 
gunned women and children. It’s 
that killing of women and children 
that makes our country fight so 
hard. You can assure Americans 
that anything they’ ¢an do to help 
us will not be thrown away.”

I take heart in remembering 
that in a similar time, Isaiah 
first prophesied the birth of 
Christ. Then, several centuries 
before his coming, the condition 
of the world was not unlike that 
which we see today. Then, as 
now, a. conflagration had been 
set; and nations: walked dan- 
gerously in the light of the fires 
they had themselves kindled. 
But in that very moment, a spir- 
itual rebirth was foreseen—a 
new day which was to loose the 
captiVes and to consume the 
conquerors in the fire of their 
own kindling; and those who 
had taken the sword were to 
perish by the sword. There was 
promised a new age wherein 
through renewed faith an up- 
ward progress of the human race 
would become more secure. 

Again, during the several cen- 
turies which we refer to as the 
dark ages, the flame and sword 
of barbarians swept over West- 
ern civilization; and, again, 
through a rekindling of the in- 
herent spiritual spark in man- 
kind, another rebirth brought 
back order and culture and re- 
ligion. 

New Form of Old Conflicts. 


I believe that the travail of 
today is a new form of these 
old conflicts. Because the tem- 
po of all world things has been 
so greatly accelerated in these 
modern days we can hope that 
the period of darkness and de- 
struction will be vastly shorter 
than in the olden times. 

In their hearts men decline to 
accept, for long, the law of de- 
struction forced upon them by 
wielders of brute force. Al- 
ways they seek, sometimes in si- 
lence, to find ‘again the faith 
without which the welfare of na- 
tions and the peace of the world 
cannot be rebuilt. 

I have the rare privilege of 
reading the letters and confi- 
dences of thousands of humble 
people, living in scores of dif- 
ferent ndtions. Their names are 
not known to history, but their 
daily work and courage carry 
on the life of the world. I know 
that these, and uncounted num- 
bers like them in every country, 
are looking for’ a ‘guiding light. 
We remember that the Christmas 
star was first seen by shepherds 
in the hills, long before the lead- 
ers knew of the great light 
which had entered the world. 


New Order Being Built. 


I believe that, while states- 
men are considering a new or- 
der of things, the new order may 
well be at hand. I believe that 
it is even now being built, si- 
lently but inevitably, in the 
hearts of masses whose voices 
are not heard, but whose com- 
mon faith will write the final 
history of our time, They know 
that unless there is belief in 
some guiding principle and 
some trust in a divine plan, na- 
tions are without light and peo- 
ples perish. They know that the 
civilization handed down to. us 
by our fathers was built by men 
and women who knew in their 
hearts that all were brothers be- 
cause they were children of 
God. They believed that by 
His will enmities can be healed; 
that in His mercy the weak can 
| find deliverance, and the strong 
can find grace in — the 
weak. 
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When the time shall come for

The first column was directed pri- 
marily against Petsamo, then via 
Salmijarvi and Ivalo toward the 
port of Kemi on the Gulf of Both- 
nia; the second was to move via 
Kuolajarvi and Salla upon Kemi- 
jarvi, a railhead town, and thence 
toward Rovaniemi, where it might 
hope to join forces with the first. 
The third drive was to go via Suo- 
mussalmi toward Uleaborg on the 
Gulf of Bothnia. 

But from the first, the supplies 
must have been limited. Murmansk 
itself has no resources, only those 
which can be brought there by sea 
or rail; Kontalahti and Kem are 
dependent on the railway alone as 
soon as ice has closed the White 
Sea, which also prevents Murmansk 
being supplied via Arkhangelsk 
(Archangel). Thus the total num- 
ber of troops which could be used 
in these three drives was not large 
—probably not more than six di- 
visions all told, with perhaps a few 
reserves. Each column had to at- 
tack on a very narrow front; there 
was no-possibility of wide deploy- 
ments by a small force dependent 
on a single road (a ‘bad road in the 
case of the last two columns), 


Increasing Exposure. 

The deeper the Russians ad- 

vanced into Finnish territory, the 
more exposed and extended became 
their slender line of communica- 
tions, the more troops they had 
to detach to guard it. Forward of 
their base, only a fixed number of 
troops could be supplied, whether 
these were in the main push or 
guarding the line of communica- 
tions. 
It has been suggested that the 
various columns were working on 
time-table orders with instructions 
to push on at all costs to reach 
the Gulf of Bothnia by fixed dates. 
At any rate, the choice which each 
column commander was forced to 
make between guards for his com- 
munications and increased force in 
the advance seems to have been 
resolved in favor of the latter, leav- 
ing the communications fatally 
weak: and upon these the Finns 
fell, first at Suomussalmi, check- 
ing the southernmost Russian col- 
umn, now at Salla in the center. 
The northernmost column, being 
the closest to Murmansk and the 
ships, had the most success; but 
here also the Finnish communica- 
tions were better, and the Finns 
&ppear to have stopped this one by 
direct counter-attack after the Rus- 
sians had outrun their supplies. 


Result Disastrous. 

The result, from information now 
available, appears to be little if 
anything short of a complete dis- 
aster to the whole Russian north- 
ern campaign. The Murmansk 
troops are reported pouring back 
across the frontier in full and dis- 
orderly rout; there is an ominous 
silence from the other two columns 
after the Finns announced them- 
selves as astride the Russian com- 
munications. The Finns have great 
advantages, of course. They are 
operating on interior lines, with 
highly trained, well equipped, ex-

ceptionally mobile forces (mobile in

Finnish Air Force. 


But perhaps the most remarkable 
feature of this remarkable war is 
the continued activity of the Fin- 
nish air force, which, according to 
numerical standards and on the 
Polish example, has no right to be 
in existence at all. Of course, as 
with troops, the Russian air 
sterngth which is actually -employ- 
able against the Finns is strictly 
limite; not by available total num- 
bers, but by the capacity of the 
available permanent bases within 
range of the theater of operations. 
The increasing size and complexity 
of the ground organization required 
for a modern air force is, indeed, 
as Liddell Hart remarks, the 
Achilles’ heel of air power. It is 
no longer possible to operate mili- 
tary planes from any cow pasture; 
nor can even reasonably good tem- 
porary bases be easily provided in 
the sort of weather and terrain 
available around the shores of the 
Gulf of Finland in winter. This 
admitted, it is still certain that the 
Russians could bring to bear an 
overwhelming numerical superiority 
in the air, and it is impossible to 
escape the conclusion that their air 
force is not of the first quality, to 
put it politely. The Finnish air 
force appears to be very good, and 
one begins to suspect that it has 
been reinforced not only by Italian 
planes and pilots, but perhaps by 
others. Indeed, there are rumors 
that the Allied air aid to the Finns 
may rapidly grow to really decisive 
proportions, and the reported move 
of the German fleet toward the 
Norwegian coast to cut off Finnish 
supplies (a report not confirmed, 
as yet) checks with our surmise 
earlier in the week as to the pur- 
pose of the British offensive activ- 
ity in the North Sea, 

It is quite possible, indeed prob- 
able, that in the end the fate of 
Finland will be decided by her abil- 
ity to continue to receive supplies— 
and reinforcements, such as the 
Swedish volunteers—from outside.

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BURIAL OF FOKKER) 
PLANE DESIGNER 
T0 BE IN HOLLAND 


Body of Famous Aircraft 
Builder, Who Died in 
New York, to Be Taken 
to Mother’s Home. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 23 (AP).— 
The body of Anthony H. G. Fokker, 
noted airplane designer and build- 
er, who died today in Murray Hill 
Hospital, will be taken to Holland, 
where his mother lives, for burial. 

Fokker, who was 49 years old, 
was taken to the hospital suffering 
from pneumococcus meningitis. 

Five transfusions of two and one- 
half quarts of blood were made, 
but Fokker failed rapidly during 
the night, 

Fokker, who liked to design new 
airplanes on wrapping paper and 
factory walls, was known to the 
seronautical industry as the first 
man in the world ever to make a 
million dollars in aviation. 

Made Millions. 

He made more than a million. 
He made many. A self-educated 
engineer who indulged extravagant 
whims, Fokker #as a canny busi- 
ness man who drove hard bargains. 

He was a disciple of the un- 
orthodox. He directed vast enter 
prises with a sharp tongue. Often 
he refused to keep appointments, 
and when he did he was always 
late. 

Balanced against those qualities 
was an impulsive generosity which 
once led him to clear off the toy 
counter of a New York store at 
Christmas time by handing out 
presents as fast as an admiring 
grcup of urchins could grab them. 

Speed was his fetish. He owned 
fleets of airplanes, motor boats and 
eutomobiles. His office was in his 
hat. Fokker drew on a scratch pad 
the initial designs for the airplanes 
which the army airmen, Maitland 
end Hegenberger, flew from the 
American mainland to Hawaii; | 
which Rear Amiral Richard E.} 
Byrd flew across the Atlantic, in 
1927; which Sir Charles Kingsford- 
Smith used in many ocean cross 
ings, and in which Amelia Earhart 
rode as a passenger in her At- 
lantic crossing in 1928.

Advice From the Country. 


Loyal C. Wonneman, active con- 
servationist of Audrain County, sug- 
gested a code of seven points for 
hunters to follow when ,; visiting 
their country kin. These points 
were very well received by those 
attending the Conservation Federa- 
tion’s dinner last Monday night. 
They are: 

1. Leave things as you find 
them; gates open or shut. The 
farmer usually knows his busi- 
ness. 

2. Be careful where you shoot, 
stock may be anywhere. 

3. Be very sure to kill only the 
limit. One never knows who is 
the game warden. 

4. Don’t bring the whole city 
with you. Two or three friends 
are sufficient, and advise them 
to keep their dcegs out of the 
farmer’s chicken flock. 

5. Go only where you are ac- 
quainted or where you have been 
invited through a recommenda- 
tion by your friends; otherwise, 
introduce yourself and ask per- 
mission to hunt, 

6. Don’t poke fun at the farmer 
or what he has. Things may ap- 
pear comical dewn here in the 
woods, but save your laughs until 
you get home. 

7. If you camp for a few days 
on the farm, it won’t hurt to offer 
the farmer a portion of yotr 
game; nine times out of 10 he 
won't accept it.

Those who decline to foresee New 
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New Armies Being Trained, New Industries Built, 


To Guns and Bayonets, In- 
vaders Add Intensive Eco- 
nomic Pressure in Desperate 


Effort to End War — But 


Strategy -Breaks Down in| 


Face of Guerrillas, and Con- 


flict Remains in Stalemate.

ISPLACED from the front pages of the 
D world’s press by the dramatic events in 

Europe and on the sea, the Sino-Japa- 
nese war today continues with undiminished 
—if unpublicized—severity. 

The thirtieth month of the-war finds a 
million Japanese troops locked in deadly com- 
bat with three times that many soldiers 
and guerrillas over a front stretching half 
across Asia. 

New legions are being added daily to the 
40,000,000 civilians driven from their homes 
and fields by the tide of war. New towns 
and villages are going up in smoke and dust. 
And perhaps even as these lines are being 
written, a school, a factory or a foreign mis- 
sion lost somewhere in the vastness of China 
is being bombed by Japanese airmen on one 
of their routine morning raids. 

What is happening in China today can best 
be understood by visualizing a rough triangle, 
embracing, near its points, Peiping in the 
north, Canton in the south and Shanghai in 
the east. 

The area is known under many names. 
To patriotic Chinese ii :s ost territory,” 
which must be recovered from the alien in- 
vader. To the Japanese it is the prize of two 
and a half years of sanguinary hostilities, a 
territorial return on an imperial investment 
of thousands of lives and billions of yen. 

The section is a theater of war, the locale 
of an economic revolution and a problem in 
politics. 

Outside—west of the line linking Peiping 
with Canton—is ‘‘Free China,’’ where the 
Chinese Government has its headquarters, 
where a new industry is being built up to 
provide the material base of resistance, and 
where new armies are being trained and 
equipped for future battles. 


F ighting on Two 
Distinctive Fronts. 


The Japanese are fighting on two major, 
vastly dissimilar, fronts, with greatly dissim- 
ilar weapons. The forces operating along 
the sides of the occupied area are charged 
with the task of checking attacks from “Free 
China’ and employ mainly military methods. 
Here, occasional victories, such as the cap- 
ture of Nanning, are interlarded with reverses 
as disastrous as the unsuccessful drive on 


Beyond ‘Lost’ Region Overrun by Japanese Troops 
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burned-out Changsha in September or the 
fiasco inthe barren mountains of Shansi 
last month. 

On the whole, the Japanese high com- 
mand in the past 14 months has been con- 
tent with remaining relatively passive on 
this front. Beyond the triangle lies a rugged 
country in which the Japanese cannot use 
their mechanized equipment, responsible for 
their victories in the past. Further advance 
westward must be pushed with small arms, 
in the use of which the Chinese excel, on a 
terrain favoring the defender. 

The other front is spread within the tri- 
angle. Here the goal of the invading.armies 
is to crush. the guerrillas, to pacify the pop- 
ulace and to launch, as soon as possible, the 


exploitation of the economic resources of the 


area. 


Where Japan Will 
Win or Lose War. 


Of necessity, the gun and the bayonet are 
complemented here by economic pressure, 
political intrigue and intensive propaganda. 
It is on this front—and not along the sides 
of the triahgle—that Japan will either win 
or lose the war. 

Japanese strategy on this all-important 
front thus far has been as simple as it has 
been unsuccessful. When Nippon’s armies 
poured into China in 1937, their first move 
was to occupy the major cities and the chan- 
nels of communication—navigable rivers, 
railways and canals. 

The theory was that with the cities and 
trunk railroads in Japanese hands, the popu- 
lation—which must transport its produce to 
the trading centers—would soon be forced to

Yet the 
first result of the invasion has been a drastic 
drop in the flow of such materials to Japan. 


North China, for instance, has always been 
regarded as the future source of all the raw 
cotton Japan consumes. But as soon as the 
war had started, guerrilla organizers in the 
vast area stretching south of Peiping banned 
the planting of cotton. This year, Japan’s 
mills received from North China but a frac- 
tion of cotton they had in 1936. Next year 
there will be none.

The indiscriminate Japanese bombing of 
towns and villages, the wholesale maltreat- 
ment of the. population and the utter disre- 
gard for civilian lives and property had fer- 
tilized the ground for the seeds of unity, na- 
tionalism and anti-Japanese sentiment sown 
by the guerrillas. 

Within a few months of the opening shot 
of the war, it had become unsafe for the 
Japanese to venture away from the strongly 
defended towns and railways. Occasional 
punitive expeditions and daily bombing raids 
produced purely negative results. The gener- 
al staff in Tokyo suddenly realized that while 
its armies had overrun half of China, this 
naminally occupied territory was still in Chi- 
nese hands. 

There matters rest today.. Despite the 
painful blows suffered by China in Nanning 
and despite the sharp drop in the flow of 
‘foreign war supplies to China, the Sino-Japa- 
nese war is still in a stalemate. And vic- 
tory—barring, some totally unexpected up- 
heaval in China—must remain out of Japan's

Finns in United States — 

- Religious and Thriity, 
With Pioneering Spirit 

Large Proportion Live in Places Whose 


Ruggedness Matches That of Home Land— 
- A Note on the “Sauna.”

IRONWOOD, Mich., Dec. 23. 

F the more than 300,000 persons in the United States who were 
born in Finland cr born in the United States of Finnish par- 
entage, approximately 75,000 are residents of the Upper Peninsula 
of Michigan. Thousands of others live in the northern counties of 
Wisconsin and Minnesota, while sizable groups are to be found in 
the city of Detroit, in Northern Ohio, in Massachusetts and on the 
Pacific coast. 

Finns were among the early set- 
tlers in this. country, a number of 
them having been members of the 
Swedish colony established in Dela- 
ware 300 years ago. Probably the 
first Finn to settle in Michigan 
was a carpenter who arrived in De- 
troit in 1832. 

The greatest influx of Finns into 
Michigan began in the early 1890's 
and continued until the time of 
the World War. They were at- 
.tracted to the Upper Peninsula of 
Michigan by opportunities for em- 
ployment in the iron mines, chiefly 
on the Gogebic range, which cen- 
ters about Ironwood, and in lum- 
bering. Similar opportunities at- 
tracted many of them to Northern 
Wisconsin and Minnesota. In these 
three states, bordering on Lake 
Superior, they found not only em- 
ployment but also a climate and a 
topography almost identical with 
those of their native land. 


Purchased Farm Land. 


The Upper Peninsula is a region 
of rugged hills, forests and lakes. 
While the winters are long, the 
summers are ideal. Having lived 
on the land in their native Finland, 
many of the Fjnns who started out 
as iron miners or lumberjacks saved 
their money—they are a thrifty 
people—and purchased tracts of 
cutover land. Undaunted by the 
short growing season, the long 
winters and the rock-strewn nature 
of the glacier drift which covers 
the rolling hills, these sturdy pio- 
neers proceeded to hew farms out 
of the wilderness. 

An example of this 
spirit may be cited: 

A Finnish farmer who started as 
a miner spent 45 of his 65 years 
developing an excellent farm a 
few miles from Ironwood. Several 
years ago, when the Federal Gov- 
ernment planned a “resettlement 
project” on the outskirts of the 
city, this Finn was induced to sell 
his farm. Instead of-retiring and 
spending his remaining years living 
on his savings and the money paid 
him for his farm, he moved to a 
new tract of cutover land, which he 
had acquired a few years before, 
and started in grubbing a new farm 
out of the stump and brush-covered 
soil, 

The great majority of the Finns 
are a deeply religious, conservative 
and literate people, sober, indus- 
trious and thrifty. There is, how- 
ever, a small minority that is 
Communistic, forming the backbone 
of the Communist party in the Up- 
per Peninsula and Northern Wis- 
consin, or sympathetic toward Com- 
munism. There is a distinct cleav- 
age betwee . these groups, with the 
radicals having no affiliation with 
the ehurches or lodges of the larger 
group. 

There are three principal church 
groups of the Finns in the United 
States, all of the Lutheran faith. 
Two of these belong to the Suomi 
Syziod and the ‘National Lutheran 
Synod, and the third to the Apos- 
tolic Lutheran church. Efforts 
to combine the Suomi and National 
Synod have been in progress for 
several years.

try, the United States of America. 
To revere its laws and inspire 
others to respect and obey them. 
To strive unceasingly to quicken the 
public’s sense of civic duty. In 
all ways to rid in making  thic 
country greater and better than 
we found it.” 


The majority of the Finns of the 
Upper Peninsula consistently voted 
the Republican ticket until 1932, 
when they swung over to the Dem- 
ocratic. Many of them, however, 
continued to vote Republican, and 
in the last year or two there have 
been indications that many others 
are returning to the Republican 
ranks. The chief reason for this 
in the Upper Peninsula appears to 
be a feeling that although they 
constitute the largest “foreign lan- 
guage” group in the Upper Penin- 
sula they have received only praise 
and scant recognition from the 
New Dealers. They feel that they 
are entitled to more representation 
in party councils and on the party 
ticket. Realizing that the Finns 
constitute a large bloc of votes, 
both parties are ardently wooing 
them in anticipation of 1940, 


Noted Finnish Athletes. 


The Finns are great lovers of 
the outdoors and whenever one of 
them has the means to do so he 
acquires a bit of land on the shore 
of-a lake and builds a cottage. 
Many of the youths in the Upper 
Peninsula have achieved fame in 
ski jumping, Walter Bietila of 
Ishpeming having been a member 
of the United States Olympic team, 
Last year Ralph Heikkinen of 
Ramsay, Mich., a small mining vil- 
lage 10 miles east of Ironwood, was 
named guard on most of the All- 
America football teams. He played 
with the Michigan varsity. This 
year another youth of Finnish de- 
scent, Esco Sarkkinen of Ohio 
State, was named All-America end. 
The Finns are well represented 
in the business life of the communi- 
ties where they live. In the Upper 
‘Peninsula numbers’ of them are 
merchants, bankers, insurance men, 
automobile dealers, and in other 
lines of business. They are also 
well represented in law and medi- 
cine. Eliel Saarinen, noted archi- 
tect, is a resident of Michigan, liv- 
ing near Detroit. He has designed 
many buildings in this country and 
in Finland, his masterpiece being 
the railroad station in Helsinki.

FOR STH SYMPOSUM 


About 480 Expected to Attend 
National Meeting Here 
This Week, 


About 450 chemists will meet in 
St. Louis Thursday, Friday and Sat- 
urday for the eighth national sym- 
posium of the organic chemistry 
division of the American Chemical 
Society. The Coronado Hotel will 
be headquarters for the gathering. 

Meetings, at which leading aca- 
demic and industrial chemists will 
describe their researches, will be 
held at the auditorium of St. Louis 
University Law School, 3642 Lin- 
dell boulevard. 

The symposium will open at the 
university Thursday at 9:30 a. m., 
with an address of welcome by Dr. 
E. A. Doisy of the St. Louis Uni- 
versity Medical School, and a re- 
sponse by Frank C. Whitmore of 
Pennsylvania State College, past 
president of the society. 

At a special meeting Friday eve- 
ning, Dr. Doisy will speak on vita- 
min K, which he was the first to 
isolate. 

Another paper in vitamin re- 
search will be read at the first regu- 
lar session Thursday by Lee I. 
Smith of the University of Minn- 
sota. His work led in 1938 to the 
first synthesis of the “fertility vita- 
min” E. He will be followed by 
C. R. Addinall of Rahway, N. J., 
who will speak of treatment with 
sulfanilamide and related com- 
pounds. 

Papers on Abstruse Topics. 

Thursday afternoon’s papers by 
F. F. Blicke of the University of 
Michigan, Roger Adams of the 
University of Illinois, and L. F. 
Fieser of Harvard University will 
deal with topics as varied and as 
abstruse as the chemistry and ef- 
fect of antispasmodic drugs, the 
identification of a marijuana de- 
rivative and “The Synthesis and 
Properties of Polynuclear Aromat- 
ic Hydrocarbons.”

side by side with the mutuels but 
independently of them. There is a 
group of New York racegoers who 
would like to see some books re- 
tained. These are the men who 
make their wagers in substantial 
amounts and whose wagers, if bet 
at the pari-mutuel windows, would 
deflect the odds downward to their 
disadvantage. Although the amend- 
ment, as it stands, takes no cogni- 
zance of book betting, books might 
be retained under the existing bet- 
ting law if that law is not repealed 
either directly or by a section of the 
enabling act. The dual system of 
book and mutuel betting has been 
eminently successful in England 
and the commission has declared 
itself in favor of trying it out here, 
but it believes, so that the State 
may have its full share of revenue 
from all forms of betting, that the 
books, if allowed to continue, should 
be required to pay a substantial tax 
for the privilege of operating, Al- 
though the present law does not 
legalize bookmaking but merely 
permits it, it is believed neverthe- 
less that a section could be writ- 
ten which would recognize book- 
making sufficiently to tax it. But 
it is doubtful if the plan will be 
legalized. 
One Question Settled. 

When pari-mutuel betting goes 
into operation it will resolve at 
least one question which has puz- 
zied racing authorities for many 
years. That is the question of how 
much money, actually, is bet at New 
York courses every year. Various 
figures have been asserted by men 
sufficiently on the inside to make 
plausible estimates. But they do 
not agree within from $30,000,000 
to $40,000,000. The bookmakers, 
with their anomalous standing be- 
fore the law, are not required to 
file reports or statements with any 
public officer or bureau. The Rac- 
ing Commission is not clothed with 
authority over them at all, As a 
class they have always been poker 
faced about how much money goes 
through their hands. But souasa 
authorities have suggested $30,- 
000,000 as about the size of the 
New York “turnover.” And other 
authorities, equally in a position to 
estimate intelligently, have placed 
the amount as high as $80,000,000. 
No one really ‘knows—not even the 
bookmakers themselves, except per- 
haps a few of the biggest layers 
among the veterans and, it has been 
said, they do not even confide in 
one another. 

But as a basis for speculation, 
the figures of other racing states 
are worth consideration. In round 
figures $66,000,000 was bet in Cali- 
fornia last year; $34,000,000 in Flor- 
ida; $39,000,000 in Mlinois; $29,000,- 
000 in Maryland; $27,000,000 in Mas- 
sachusetts, and $25,000,000in Rhode 
Island. California had 258 racing 
days, Florida 96, Illinois 157, Mary- 
land 96, Massachusetts 90 and Rhode 
Island 69. Less than half of Cali- 
fornia’s racing days, however, were

heretofore. The State last year 
derived just less than $600,000 from 
racing in taxes, and wholly in a tax 
levied on gate admissions. But the 
other leading racing states in the 
order as given before and all under 
the pari-mutuel system derived: 
California $2,667,142, Florida $1,- 
186,511, Illinois $553,718, Massachu- 
setts $1,294,548. Maryland $868,225 
and Rhode Island $852,690. 

It is a curious fact also that 
the earnings from racing in vari- 
ous states add up, very roughly, 
to about $1 a head for each person 
going to the races within the year. 
New York’s attendance last year 
was close to a million and a half 
——1,494,932 to be exact. At the low- 
est. estimate the State, under pari- 
mutuel betting, would have taken 
nearly three times what it did. 
And if the mutuel system brings 
the attendance up only another mil- 
lion—which New York can absorb 
with ease—the State’s share under 
mutuel betting should come close 
to five times what it has been 
up to now. 

New York’s Racing Commission 
has recommended, ever since pari- 
mutuel betting became probable, 
that this, State should be content 
with a modest “take.” In states 
generally throughout the country 
the state usually takes 4 per cent 
and the track 6 per cent of ‘all 
money wagered. New York's 
Racing Commission believes that 
New York's figures should be low- 
er than generally elsewhere—about 
3% per cent rising to 5 per cent 
to the State and 4% per cent or 5 
per cent to the track; or a total of 
8 per cent in all instead of 10 
per cent as generally elsewhere.

tive growth of St. Louis and St. 
Louis County. 

On the basis of current popula- 
tion estimates, the city has grown 
only 3.4 per cent since 1930 and 47.6 
per cent since 1900, while the coun- 
ty has grown 41.7 per cent since 
1930 and 500 per cent since 1900. 


The eurrent estimates—850,000 in- 
habitants of the city and 300,000 of 
the county—represent a consensus 
of the data of various interested 
agencies. ‘They were used in an 
article in the Post-Dispatch Dec. 
3, “Flight from the City,” which 
told of the extensive development 
of the county in recent years and 
the spreading property blight’ and 
population stagnation in the city. 

Rate of growth of the city in the 
last four decades has been decreas- 
ing steadily—19.3 per cent between 
1900 and 1910; 12.3 per cent between 
1910 and 1920; 6.3 per cent between 
1920 and 1930, and 3.4 per cent in 
the last decade. However, in the 
county, the rate has varied as fol- 
lows: 64 per cent between 1900 and 
1910; 21.9 per cent between 1910 and 
1920; 110 per cent between 1920 and 
1930, and 41.7 per cent in the last 
decade. 

Rigid City Limits. 

St. Louis, the nation’s fourth city 
in the 1890, 1900 and 1910 censuses, 
was passed by Detroit and Cleve- 
land in 1920. In 1930 it dropped 
again, te seventh place, as Los An- 
geles boomed, and with Baltimore 
and Boston pressing close behind. 
An important factor in the retarda- 
tion of St. Louis was the fact that 
the city limits have not been 
changed since the separation from 
the county in 1876, 

The modern gauge of urban com- 
munities is the population of the 
metropolitan district. St. Louis 
was eighth among the metropolitan 
districts in the 1930 census, with a 
population of 1,293,516, extending 
into most of St. Clair, Madison and 
St. Louis counties and including St. 
Charles. Pittsburgh, Detroit and 
Boston ranked immediately ahead 
of St. Louis in this list, San Fran- 
cisco-Oakland was ninth and Cleve- 
land tenth, all in the million class. 

Population of the city in the 
last census was 821,960 and of the 
county 211,593. 


With reference to the stagnation 
of the city population, the Strayer- 
Engelhardt public school survey, 
the report of which was issued last 
spring, said: “If the westward 
movement of home development 
continues, an increase in the total 
population will not necessarily fol- 
low. If past tendencies are con- 
tinued it ‘probably will mean that 
less desirable eastern home areas 
will be vacated by those building 
newer homes in more modern, 
planned areas of the city. . . . The 
possibilities of further residential 
growth in St. Louis are very much 
limited. . . . St. Louis is approach- 
ing a saturation point... . All the 
data available indicate the trend 
of the city is toward a stationary 
population in the very near future.” 


Estimates for 1950. 


The report added that the follow- 
ing varying estimates had been 
made for the 1950 population of the 
city: School survey, 855,000; State 
Planning Board, 862,000; Regional 
Planning Commission, 890,000. It 
showed that Negroes constituted 
11.3 per cent of the city’s popula- 
tion in 1930 and estimated that 
they would be 13.7 per cent by next 
year and 15.8 per cent in 1950. 

Suburban development has pro- 
gressed steadily: In 1900 the coun- 
ty had only six incorporated towns 
—Kirkwood, Webster Groves, Fer- 
guson, Florissant, Bridgeton and 
Fenton, in order of size—with 6805 
inhabitants, or 13.6 per cent of the 
county’s population, Ten years lat- 
er there were 21,368 residents in 
eight incorporated places (Maple- 
wood and University City added), 
or 25.6 per cent of the county’s pop- 
ulation. After another decade, in 
1920, there were 38,599 persons in 
13 towns, or 38 per cent, By 1930 
there were 99,336 inhabitants in 20 
towns and villages, or 46.9 per cent. 

Now there are 38 cities, towns 
and villages in the county, reflect- 
ing the efforts to keep up with the 
growing demand for municipal ser- 
vices and protection. It is safe to 
assume that they contain at least 
50 per cent of the estimated total 
population, or about 150,000 resi- 
dents. In fact, it was estimated re. 
cently that .the 13 larger towns, 
having their own police forces, had 
a combined population of 125,000,

most solid cluster to the west, 
southwest and northwest of 8t. 
Louis, but their aggregate area is

Puppet Rule Not a Success. 


The Japanese efforts, however, 
immediately hit a snag. The newly- 
born nationalism, combined with 
the age-old concept of “face,” de- 
feated all Japanese attempts to 
recruit the services of political 
leaders enjoying popular respect. 
There were many who hated Gen. 
Chiang Kai-shek, China’s “strong 
man.” There were none who want- 
ed to carry their hatred to the point 
of working with Japan. Perhaps the 
most notable illustration was sup- 
plied by Marshal Wu Pei-fu, who 
died in Peiping a few weeks ago, 
allegedly of an infected tooth. Wu 
—an old and brilliant war-lord— 
has been at odds with the Govern- 
ment for many years. With his 
large retinue, he lived in relative 
poverty in Peiping, reading clas- 
gics, composing poetry and practic- 
ing caligraphy. . 

To the Japanese military Wu 
looked like an ideal puppet. He 
was tremendously popular with the 
people, he was impecunious and he 
did not see eye to eye with the 
group in power. For the past 18 
months, the Japanese have been 
wooing Wu with all the charm at 
their command, in an effort to per- 
suade him to accept leadership in 
a .“central” puppet regime. 

Steadfastly, Wu had rejected all 
the tempting offers. In a land 
where old age is venerated, Wu 
did not want to bring shame upon 
his old head by dealing with alien 
invaders. He “saved his face” with 
the people, but he went to his an- 
cestors. 

With Wu adamant, the Japanese 
next turned to another prominent 
political figure—Wang Ching-wei. 
An ex-revolutionary, whose fiery 
pamphleteering set young China 
aflame in 1924-27, Wang has since 
turned many a political coat. In 
the past 12 months, since his sen- 
sational flight from Chungking, 
his dominant passion has been once 
again to head a central govern- 
ment, cven if it depended for its 
existence upon Japanese mercies. 

Wang’s betrayal has admittedly 
been a serious blow to China's 
unity. His trump card is the fear 
of Communism in the breasts of 
Chinese bureaucrats, landlords and 
traders, China, Wang holds, must 
choose between peace with Japan 
and a rapid sovietization of» the 
country. 

Offers Property Return. 

To the once rich industrialists 
and bankers of the great cities, 
whose property has been geized by 
the Japanese, Wang moreover offers 
a partial. return of their ships, fac- 
tories, wares and real estate, in ex- 
change for what Tokyo describes 
as “sincerity” and “co-operation.” 

The drive is now in full swing. 
Wang's attempts to form a “federal 
government” 
months have been thwarted by the 
jealousies of other puppets, who 
fear a loss of prestige and revenue. 
There is no doubit, however, that 
sooner or later—possibly within the 
next month or two—he will form a 
new regime which will enjoy a cer- 
tain amount of support from reac- 
tionary and moneyed groups.

$20,000,000 Order, Larg- 
est in Its History, for 4- 
Motored Craft With 
5000-Mile Range.

The Navy has ordered a fleet of 
giant, long-range, four-motor flying 
boats to patrol its far-flung “line 
of observation” in the Pacific and 
tc reinforce the administration's 
hemisphere defense policies.

The newest acuitions will aug- 
ment 15 other four-motor ships of 
the same general type ordered last 
year, and more than 200 smaller 
two-motor flying boats already in 
service. 

The two-motor patrol craft have

Development of 30-Ton Plane. 

The navy has been experiment- 
ing with four-motor flying boats 
since 1935.

Cruisers That Carried $50,- 
000,000 in Gold From 
England Get Plaques. 


SAN PEDRO, Cal., Dec. 23 (AP). 
—Officers and crew members of 


two new 10,000-ton United States 
cruisers received bronze placques 
today for service in transporting 
$50,000,000 in gold bullion from 
Portsmouth, England, to the Treas- 
ury in New York. 

Each of the vessels, the Nashville 
and Honolulu, carried $25,000,000 in 
gold on their return from shake- 
down cruises. 

The bullion was shipped from the 
Bank of England, immediately after 
the Munich Crisis, to the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation, to 
establish British credit in the. Unit- 
ed States. . 

The method of transfer saved the 
Treasury Department $1,000,000 in 
express charges and insurance.

“The farmers have not fared very 
well up to recently, and therefore 
the building industry has depended 
throughout this year more largely 
upon the second source of revenue.

“Unfortunately, most of the states 
in this section did not provide the 
necessary enabling acts to permit 
‘the formation of local housing au- 
thorities in time to get their share 
of the last congressional appropria- 
tion. Those states which have 
passed enabling acts, and those 
which are yet to pass them, are, 
therefore, dependent largely upon 
what appropriations the next Con- 
gress sees fit to make. 

“The architects, contractors; ma- 
terial men and labor look with hope 
to the opening of the next session 
in January. The fate of our cities, 
particularly the larger ones, lies 
largely in the securing of the ap- 
propriations defeated at the last 
regular session. Without this aid 
disintegration will continue, . for 
there is not a remote hope that 
either private capital or local mu- 
nicipalities can or will wrestle with 
this problem of blight, with any 
more than ‘lip service: 

“To sum up, I might say that 
1939 has not been a good year for 
architecture and building in the 
Central States district. Very few 
architects and contractors have 
been busy, though in some localities 
there have been exceptions to this 
rule. It is the universal opinion 
that, barring unforeseen interna- 
tional complications, 1940 will be 
better on the whole: 

“There is not a feeling that it is

A marker recording information 
of historical. interest in connection 
with the corner of Third and Olive 
streets has been placed in a ground 
floor window of a building at 209 
North Third street, it was an- 
nounced yesterday by Dr. E. A. 
Hotfelder, chairman of the Historic 
Sites Committee of the Young Men’s 
Division of the St. Louig Chamber 
of Commerce. | 
Plates from Dry’s “Pictoral St. 
Louis,” showing the.site in early 
days, are photographically repro- 
duced. 

Attention is called to a building 
which stood at 313 North Third 
street, known as the Intelligencer 
Building, about the middle of the 
last century. Here Mark Twain 
worked as a printer on the St. Louis 
Evening News in 1854-55. Succes- 
sively, it housed the St. Louis Eve- 
ning News and the St. Louis Dis- 
patch until 1873. The Dispatch, pur- 
chased by Joseph Pulitzer in 1878, 
was combined with the Post as the 
Post-Dispatch and was first pub- 
lished at 111 North Broadway. 

The old Customs House, occupied 
in 1859, was the first Federal build- 
ing in St. Louis, the marker states. 
It was the postoffice until 1834. In 
the fall of 1859, U. S. Grant worked . 
there as a temporary employe and, 
in 1861, 40 soldiers were placed 
there to guard the sub-treasury.

Their single object, the Playhouse 
managers said when they produced 
the first of a group of O'Neill one- 
act plays, was to establish a theater 
“to give American playwrights a 
chance to work out their ideas in 
freedom.” 

So the Antioch collegians are be- 
ginning in the same place where 
O’Neill, Dreiser, Millay and other 
famed ones found their start. 

‘Their first play is “Steel,” a strong 
drama of the steel milis by Harold 
Igo, Youngstown (O:) newspaper- 
man. He presumably has roamed 
enough among the Middlewest steel 
mills that he can paint a vivid re- 
portorial picture of what happens 
to the hearts and bodies of the 
hunkies and micks who find they 
are as much slaves to the machine 
age here as they were to the queer 
politics. of their native countries. 

Hunky is a strong and young 
man not long out of Europe. He is 
so. grateful to find a job in a steel 
mill that he almost worships the 
giant furnaces and the molten 
streams of hot metal. The other 
workers decide to play a joke, make 
the gesture that they are going to 
throw him into a boiling kettle of 
steel, and that:runs him “furnace 


Too much of the big fires in a 
steel plant, it seems, will drive a 
man as wacky as if he had a ner- 
vous breakdown. That is what 
happens to Hunky, and he can’t get 
over his mad infatuation for molten 
steel, even when he is fired because 
the boss foreman mistakenly be- 
lieves he is a labor agitator. In the 
end, when the big steel furnaces 
approach the point of exploding 
and destroying all, it is the steel- 
fascinated Hunky who walks into 
the fiery hell to stave off such a 
tragedy. 

“Steel” is the first drama of a 
septology in which Author Igo 
hopes to show the effect of the ma- 
chine age on American life. The 
general theme of “Steel” is to show 
how Old World immigrants try to 
adjust themselves to modern Amer- 
ican life. It is a good point for 
the rostrum, rather than the stage, 
but the same was said about many 
of the now famous plays first pre- 
sented in the colorful Provincetown 
theater, always an apt pulpit for 
arguments. 

Antioch College players, es- 
pecially with Don De Fore as Hun- 
ky, are a good group of perform- 
ers, although they are handicapped 
by only a skeleton production of 
settings. However, “Our Town,” 
Thornton Wilder’s drama, was a hit 
without having any settings at all.

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HEN the Bremen slipped by the 
British blockade for a second 
time under the nose of an 
English submarine 10 days ago and 
docked at a German port, the prestige of 
British sea power received a severe jolt. 
But it was immediately revived. The 
week that followed saw the British taking 
the offensive at sea, and proved the most 
disastrous for the Germans at sea since 
the war began. 
Three British cruisers won a brilliant 
victory off the coast of Uruguay when 
they battered the German pocket 


battleship Graf Spee, cornered it at 
Montevideo, and forced its crew to scuttle 


itin the River Plate last Sunday to avoid 
mother battle. The British Admiralty 
qmnounced (it was denied by the Ger- 
mans) that one British submarine had 
slipped past the mine and destroyer de- 
fenses at the mouth of the River Elbe and 
sunk a German cruiser, and that the same 
submarine that let the Bremen get away 
had torpedoed and damaged two more 
German cruisers, thus putting out of ac- 
tion a third of the German cruiser strength. 
The biggest air battle of the war between 
British and German planes over Helgo- 
land Bight resulted in conflicting claims of 
victory. Then to top it all, the German 
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The Graf Spee smouldering in her open grave in the 
muddy waters of the River Plate off Montevideo, 
Uruguay, shortly after she was abandoned and blown up 
by her commander and crew. The bow of the ship 
remained well above water in the shallow river, and the 
stern was only slightly awash.

32,000-ton liner Columbus, third largest in 
the Reich’s merchant marine, was scuttled 
by its crew 500 miles off the Virginia 
coast last Tuesday to avoid capture by a 
British destroyer. Adding to German

The Graf Spee’s end tended to deflate 
the menace of the pocket battleship, real- 
ly a 10,000-ton cruiser armed with 11-inch 
guns, supposed to be able to outfight or 
outrun anything but a battle cruiser. The 
three British cruisers, outranged at least 
two miles and shooting only 256-pound 
and 100-pound shells in contrast to the 
670-pound monsters from the Graf's main 
batteries, were able to use their superior 
speed, daring seamanship, smoke 
screens, quicker firing, and three-to-one 
advantage in numbers to come within 
range and pound the Graf, although the 
biggest cruiser, the Exeter, was put out of 
action. Furthermore, in its four months at 
sea, the Graf had destroyed only 50,000 
tons of British shipping—nine vessels. A 
wellcrmed m t raider, costing 
much less, could have accomplished the 
same thing. The Deutschland, operating 
in the North Atlantic, has been known to 
have sunk only two British ships. 
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Twenty-four hours after the first explosions, the ruin was 
still smoking. Note the blackened gun turrets and the 
smokestack torn from its moorings.

These photographs, taken at the Weather 
Bureau Airway Station at Lambert-St. Louis 
Municipal Airport, show how balloons are used in 
getting out weather reports. 

There are 28 airway stations throughout the 
country, including the St. Louis one, which make a 
daily report of temperature, humidity and baro- 
metric pressure at various heights up to the 
stratosphere, based on data gathered automatically 
by radio balloons. These reports are used in morn- 
ing weather forecasts by United States Weather 
Bureau stations all over the country. 

Including those 28, there are 101 airway stations 
which make hourly teletype reports on “winds aloft" 


every hour. And there are 295 stations on airways 
which teletype hourly reports on ceiling, sky condi- 
tion, visibility, dew point, ground wind velocity and 
barometric pressure, temperature and precipitation. 

In addition, there is a special map service every 
six hours by airway stations in which special data 
useful in preparing a complete national weather 
map for aviators is teletyped. Information on hour- 
ly “winds aloft” and general weather reports is 
broadcast to pilots by the Civil Aeronautics 
Authority. The airlines broadcast this to their pilots 
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—velocity and direction at intervals of 1000 feet— over their own stations.
